Agawam’s LEPC achieves 
Start-up Certification 

To the Editor: 

On behalf of the Massachusetts State Emergency 
Response Commission (SERC), I would like to con¬ 
gratulate Chester Nicora, Jr. and his committee for 
achieving Start-Up Certification for the Agawam Local 
Emergency Planning Committee (LEPC). The SERC 
approved the town’s application at its meeting on 
August 22, 2002 because of the hard work and 
accomplishment that the members of the LEPC have 
made to achieve this level. 

Approximately five years ago, the SERC set out to 
develop a process to gauge how effective the LEPCs 
were across the state and to provide guidance on how 
an LEPC functions. The end result of this project was 
the Massachusetts LEPC Certification Process. 

The Agawam LEPC is certified as a Start-up LEPC 
for one year from this date. By August 22, 2003, the 
Agawam LEPC will be required to apply for 
Provisional Certification to the SERC. Listed below 
are recommendations and suggestions the SERC has 
for the Agawam LEPC to work on during the next 
year: 

* Need to continue training all emergency respon¬ 
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ders and other personnel, who may be involved with 
a hazardous materials event, to the appropriate level. 
Please be sure to include the instructors that are used 
for training. 

* Need to develop a hazardous materials’ emer¬ 
gency plan for Agawam. If this is already done, the 
plan needs to be reviewed at least annually. 

* Need to have Chief Elected Official sign off on the 
hazardous materials emergency plan (this is usually 
done on official CEO letterhead). 

* Need to develop and conduct an exercise of the 
hazardous materials emergency plan, including a cri¬ 
tique and after action review of the plan for changes. 
This should be done on an annual basis. 

The LEPC is now eligible to apply for SERC plan¬ 
ning and training grants to assist in continuing to carry 
out the responsibilities of the LEPC. In addition, the 
LEPC is eligible for assistance in developing exercis¬ 
es and attending regional and national conferences 
related to this program. 

The SERC is committed to helping your LEPC suc¬ 
ceed and continue moving forward in this program. 
Several new resources are available to help the 
LEPC in its responsibilities: 

* Electronic filing of Tier II information from indus¬ 
try. 

* Computer software for planning and emergency 
response (CAMEOfm, ALOHA, MARPLOT). 

* Federal guide for Hazardous Materials Training 
for Public Sector Employees. 

* Federal guidance for reviewing Harzardous 
Materials Emergency Plans (NRT-1). 

* Massachusetts SERC website - www.mass- 
aov/mema . 

The roles and responsibilities of LEPCs continue to 
change and grow. Some of the new areas LEPCs are 
getting involved in include: other emergency planning 
and response issues (hurricanes, tornadoes, winter 
storms, etc.); the Clean Air Act regulations; deliberate 
chemical releases; and terrorism. If you or the LEPC 
are interested in any of these materials, please con¬ 
tact Elaine Denniston, our SERC Coordinator, at 
(508) 820-2053, or check the SERC website at the 
address listed above. 

Once again, on behalf of the Commonwelath of 
Massachusetts, I would like to congratulate the LEPC 
for the tremendous work and commitment you have 
made to this program. The SERC looks forward to 
working with you in the future.

Which MCAS will your child fit into? 


September 19, 2002 

Yes, parents, I’m on my soap box again. It’s time 
for all parents to really start asking questions, espe¬ 
cially parents of juniors and seniors. It’s an election 
year, and the new candidates are promising us better 
schools again, smaller classrooms, ya'dda, ya’dda. 
But have you noticed that they are not saying a word 
about the MCAS. Well, I think it’s about time they did. 

I think, as parents, we need to group together with 
our teachers and really start asking questions. 

Let’s start with the new seven tries to retake this 
test: 

1. The schools can barely find time to schedule 
four retakes. Where are they going to find the time for 
three more retakes in a 180-day school year? 

2. Where will the extra time come in to tutor these 
children? 

3. The results of the test are never ready when 
they are promised. How can the results be ready for 
seven retakes? 

4. Will the seniors be allowed to graduate with their 
class and then go back and retake the test? Or just go 
to summer school and take the test? And not gradu¬ 
ate with their class? 

5. How fair is this? How fair it is to a child who has 
decent grades and all their credits to graduate, but 
they cannot receive their high school diploma? 

6. So why are the teachers bothering to give out 
grades and the children receiving credits if they really 
have no meaning unless you pass the test? 

7. How many kids will try this test seven times? It’s 
a battle to get them to take it one time. 

8. Do you, as parents, feel the state is not fulfilling 
their obligation to educate your child? Do you feel that 
the only thing your child will know is how to take a 
test? 

Tutoring: 

1. What are the credentials of the people hired to 
tutor your child? 

2. Are they certified teachers? 

3. Can they teach the subject they are supposed to 
be tutoring? 

4. Do they know the weaknesses of the students 
they are tutoring? 

5. Did your child give up a credited class to take the 
tutoring during school time? 

6. Did they receive the credits they lost for this 
class? 

7. Did they receive a certificate to the mall for 
showing up to the after-school tutoring? Or a party? 

8. How much did your child get out of their class? 

9. Did your child feel they were ready to pass the 
test, or were they even more lost than when they 
started? 

10. Do you feel, as parents, that the tutoring pro¬ 
gram is going to bring your child up to class level? Or 
do you feel it is only a band-aid to a big problem? 

11. Do you, as parents, feel the money the state is 
spending on tutoring is well spent? 

The test: 

1. How can a child be expected to pass a test with 
math problems that they never had because (a) they 
are below grade level and the classes they are in

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have not been able to cover algebra or geometry yet, 
or (b) algebra II is offered in 11th grade and trigonom¬ 
etry is, I believe, 12th? 

2, Would you like to see your child master general 
math and be able to balance a checkbook, read a 
bank statement, and learn how the stock market 
works? 

Future: 

1. Can you and your child feel comfortable plan¬ 
ning for their future? 

2. Do you feel that you can apply to colleges? 

3. Is your child waiting to see if they pass the test? 

4. If you have applied to colleges, did that college 
ask you for your MCAS scores? 

5. Did they care about the MCAS scores? 

6. Have you asked if the college you’re applying to 
if they will accept a certificate and not a diploma? 

7. If the colleges do accept the certificate, will my 
child graduate with a high school diploma or a college 
degree? 

8. If a college degree, what happens to the high 
school diploma? 

9. How do you fill out a job application where it 
says high school? 

10. If the colleges will accept a certificate that has 
no meaning, then why not have your child just take 
the entrance examination for college and cut out the 
middle man? 

Not college material: 

1. What is going to happen to the kids who are not 
college material? 

2. What is going to happen to the vocational 
schools who do not make the grade? 

3. Why should a child who chooses to attend a 
vocational school to learn their trade be punished? 
Because they learn differently? Or they just want to 
learn a trade? 

4. Why do we need tradespeople, anyway? We do 
not need electricians, plumbers, landscapers, carpen¬ 
ters, custodians, store associates, etc.? 

5. We are all going to be executives and live in big 
houses with white picket fences. Right? 

Military*. 

1. Have you asked your recruiter if they will accept 
a certificate instead of a diploma? 
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2. Will they agree to help you get your high school 
diploma? 

Employees: 

1. Ask your employer if they are going to accept a 
certificate instead of a diploma? 

2. Those of you who work outside of the state, ask 
if they will accept a certificate instead of a diploma? 

3. Those of you who work for the state, town halls, 
city halls, or any state or federal job, ask if they are 
going to accept a certificate instead of a diploma? 

4. What about the unemployment office; are they 
going to accept a certificate instead of a diploma? Do 
they not have enough headaches helping people? 

Vouchers: 

1. Now that the voucher program has been accept¬ 
ed for the children who go to private school, will the 
private schools be required to take the MCAS? 

Staying in school: 

1. Why should a child stay in school? 

2. Why should a child who has decided to stay in 
school and get good grades, has a good record but 
struggles for those grades and maybe this child has 
already put more than 12 years in, only receive a cer¬ 
tificate? 

Department of Education: 

1. Why has the DOE not thought of these ques¬ 
tions? 

2. Why, at an IEP meeting, do you get blank looks 
when you ask questions? Or the MCAS “how won¬ 
derful the test is” meetings? 

3. Can the DOE prove that the children who have 
taken this test are smarter than the classes before 
them? I’m not asking about the elementary level. 
That’s been proven that they are improving. I’m ask¬ 
ing about the high school level, where they have not 
had all the material required to pass the test. And 
even on the elementary level, there are children who 
will not pass. Surprise, surprise! 

4. Why is the DOE insisting that all children will 
learn the same and test the same? 

5. How can the DOE insist a school is not worthy 
because of low test scores? This is where I can 
answer the question. Answer: Because we do not all 
learn the same, nor do we all test the same. And 
some schools have more children with learning dis¬ 
abilities than other and (as the state likes to keep 
pointing out) low-income and minorities. If the state

wants all of us the same and learn the same, then 
they should not bring out the fact that we have low- 
income people or minorities, etc., when they send out 
their results on the test. And if the DOE would stop 
making children with severe learning difficulties from 
taking a standardized test that they will never have a 
chance of passing, the schools would have better 
scores. 

Parents with kids who passed the test: 

1. Now that your child has passed the test, are they 
in classes that have children who have not passed the 
test? 

2. Are they bored because all they are learning is 
how to take the test? 

3. Have the schools provided classes with just kids 
who pass so that your child can go on learning? Or 
would that be discrimination? Discrimination against 
who? 

These are only a few questions. I’m sure there are 
many more. But please start asking because so far no 
one has any answers. Nor will they acknowledge your 
questions, nor will they offer to find out for you. But if 
we, as parents, join together and make them, they will 
have to start answering us. 

If you have a question that I have not thought of, 
feel free to add on. Please start asking! We need to 
get the word out to the new candidates. 

Note: To all the kids who have passed the test, I 
congratulate you and I’m sorry that you had to give up 
your learning time to learn how to pass the test.

Many fires are caused simply by a combination of 
a small child’s curiosity and the availability of match¬ 
es or a cigarette lighter. The resulting fires have some 
of the most disastrous consequences because of a 
small child’s inability to understand that the match 
they had just lit is the same match that caused the fire 
that destroyed the house. 

* The Agawam Fire Department suggests that if 
you have small children in the home, keep matches 
and cigarette lighters up high, out of their reach. 

* As children begin to understand cause and effect, 
teach them that matches are a tool and should be 
used only by adults or under adult supervision. 

* Teach children that, if another child has matches, 
they should get away from the child and warn an adult 
so that an accidental fire will not occur and the child 
will be prevented from getting burned.

alerts seniors to 
changes in Medicare 
HMO plans 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) would like to inform all Medicare recipi¬ 
ents in her district about recent changes in Medicare 
HMO plans that will affect premium rates, co-pay- 
ments, and doctor availability across the 
Commonwealth next year. These changes are the 
result of the federal government’s new Medicare reim¬ 
bursement rates. 

“HMOs have the option to change their own rates 
and services annually,” Senator Melconian said. “It is 
important that all seniors who belong to Medicare 
HMOs are informed of these changes and learn about 
the alternative coverage options available to senior 
citizens in Massachusetts.” 

Medicare HMOs across the country were required 
to inform the federal government of any plans to 
change their rates or coverage areas by September 
9th. 

These changes, once approved by the Centers for 
Medicare and Medicaid Services, will not go into 
effect until January 1, 2003, meaning that plan mem¬ 
bers will continue to receive the same rates for pre¬ 
miums, same services, and same protections until the 
end of the year. 

All of the major health plans in Massachusetts, 
including Tufts, Blue Cross-Blue Shield, Harvard 
Pilgrim, and Fallon Community Health plan, have 
agreed to continue their Medicare HMO plans in the 
counties where they already exist. 

Any other HMO that decides to leave a coverage 
area must send a letter to their plan members in the 
affected areas detailing the options available to them. 

Seniors should not make any changes or disenroll 
from their current plan until they receive this informa¬ 
tional letter in October. 

Elders affected by an HMO withdrawing from their 
area will become eligible to apply to Prescription 
Advantage, the state’s prescription drug coverage 
program, as soon as the HMO notifies them of this 
change. 

Elders who belong to Medicare HMO plans who 
are changing their premium rates will also receive a 
letter from their HMO in the first week of November, 
describing the changes being made next year and the 
options available to them. 

The Serving the Health Information Needs of 
Elders (SHINE) program, run by the Executive Office 
of Elder Affairs, will be holding health insurance infor¬ 
mation sessions during this time to inform elders 
about the options available to them who might lose 
their prescription drug coverage or are eligible to pur¬ 
chase a Medigap policy.

A “thank-you*' 
to Brent Crocker

I have kept a copy of the “Education” section of 
The Agawam Advertiser News of July 18, 2002 on my 
desk, so I would not forget to thank Agawam Middle 
School student Brent Crocker. 

I have known, as have many other people, that 
Brent Crocker wanted to swim with the dolphins. 
Deep in the heart of those who believe in Disney 
movies, in which animals have conversations, con¬ 
flicts, and conclusions, there lies the hope that ani¬ 
mals really do care about us and about each other. 

Even though we see evidence of this under our 
noses all the time, we peek at this truth only from the 
corner of our eyes, as if the “real world” doesn’t real¬ 
ly operate that way. And, in reality, there are many dif¬ 
ficulties, especially within the animal world: cold win¬ 
ters, hunters (both human and animal), shortages of 
food, injuries... 

Despite all these facts, there seem to be certain 
animals that reach out to humans, or that find it easi¬ 
er to meet us in our efforts to communicate with them. 
Guide dogs and K-9s serve as examples of the capa¬ 
bilities of some animals. Brent Crocker wanted to 
swim with the dolphins. I have not met Brent Crocker, 
at least in a situation where I could ask him what his 
motive was in wanting this. Perhaps he wanted it for 
its own sake - just to be close to these beautiful, intel¬ 
ligent creatures, or maybe he had other hopes (and if 
he did, 1 hope he achieved them). 

I want to thank Brent Crocker, though, and 
Agawam Town Councilor Richard Morassi, a Special 
education advocate, for his narrative of some of the 
events experienced by Brent Crocker when he swam 
with the dolphins. 

The following excerpt from Morassi’s account had 
me in tears this summer, and it still causes me to 
choke up every time I tell the story to someone now, 
in September: 

“Deena Hoaglund, the spirit behind Island Dolphin 
Care, warned the Agawam delegation upon arrival to 
be prepared for the possibility that the dolphins might 
keep their distance and not come to interact. Nicely, 
but bluntly put, she told them it was a ‘crapshoot’ on 
how the dolphins would react to any new person, and 
she had no way of knowing beforehand. 

“No one who knows Brett is surprised that all five 
dolphins took to him, especially Sammy. There is an 
infectiousness to his spirit that is contagious. 
Whenever Brent showed up for his daily sessions, 
Sammy was there and stayed with him. Midweek, 
Brent had a seizure in the water. Sammy swam under 
him and, staying still, supported his back on hers. 
Sarah did the same thing under his knees, and the 
two dolphins supported him together while Brent’s 
mom, Theresa, was at his ear talking him through it 
until it went away." 

This long, hot summer, although rough in many 
ways, has come to a close. One of the most special 
moments for me was reading those two paragraphs 
about Brent and the dolphins. 

Brent has brought a story of wonder and affirma¬ 
tion to us animal lovers who’ve been hoping that 
Disney’s stories about animals are at least a little bit 
true. There are heroes among the creatures of the 
sea, even as there are heroes among the children of 
our people.

Earlier this month, The Agawam Advertiser News 
printed the September “Song of the Month” - “School 
Days" - in conjunction with the “Coliseum 
Spectacular” marking Agawam’s sesquicentennial in 
May of 2005. Interestingly enough, “School Days” is 
relevant to the accomplishments of Charles Palmer 
Davis, publisher of the student magazine “Current 
Events." 

The following excepts about Davis are from 
Chapter 43 in “Agawam, Massachusetts, A Town 
History” by Edith LaFrancis, which was published in 
1980: 

“Charles Palmer Davis came to Agawam in the late 
1800s, four years after his marriage to Minerva, 
daughter of Harvey Porter. As a member of the 
School Committee, he visited some classrooms and 
found only two pupils knew who was the President of 
the United States at that time (William McKinley - 
1901). 

A former reporter for the Boston Daily Globe and 
The New York Herald, he decided that something 
must be done if the schools were to produce good cit¬ 
izens. 

“The first issue of ‘Current Events’ magazine 
(1902) had four pages and contained 12 stories. In 
later year, it became known as the American 
Education Press and it put out over 20 publications.

How to get rid of head lice...

I cannot emphasize enough how important it is 
to follow the manufacturers' directions to the letter, not 
leaving out any steps. 

This is going to take a little time and patience, but 
is the first step to eliminating the problem. Also, take 
time to read the warning label and follow the precau¬ 
tions. 

The insecticide used in these products kills the 
louse by damaging its nervous system. About 30 per¬ 
cent of all eggs are unaffected by these killing agents 
because newly-laid eggs have no central nervous 
system for about four days. It is suggested to reapply 
two more times, one week apart. 

Treatment begins on dry. hair. This is because the 
chemicals must penetrate into the interior of the louse 
or egg, and is done so through the breathing appara¬ 
tus (which can be shut down for up to 7-1/2 hours 
when immersed in water). 

2. Remove the nits. 

This can be difficult, so again, patience is needed. 
The female louse produces a glue-like substance that 
literally cements the nits to the hair shaft. 

Clear brand, found at the corner drug store, has a 
two-step total lice removal system. Following direc¬ 
tions carefully and repeating the procedure two more 
times is very important for success. 

If you are pregnant, nursing, or have a baby with 
this problem, there is a new, non-toxic product on the 
market call Not Nice to Lice, a lice infestation 
removal kit, also by Clear brand. As always, check 
with your doctor first. 

Another neat product that is put out by Clear is a 
neon nix locator spray. This is a great product to spray 
on after treatment to see if there are any leftovers. 

3 Clean up the environment. 

Don’t panic! Head lice are not looking to hide from 
you, but to find a new host to feed them. Some isolat¬ 
ed reports showed head lice surviving up to two days 
without a blood meal and remaining viable for up to 10 
days in hot, humid climates. 

The Center for Disease Control (CDC) and the 
National Pediculosis Association (NPA) recommed 
that you do not use environmental sprays, as these 
may create more hazards than the lice. 

Machine wash all bed linens, clothes, towels, etc., 
in hot water and dry at least 20 minutes on the hot 
cycle in the dryer. Store all other exposed items that 
can’t be washed (bike helmets, stuffed toys, headsets 
with foam ear pieces, etc.) in sealed plastic bags for 
two weeks. 

Vacuum carpets and upholstered furniture (include 
car interiors and car seats), and then throw away the 
bag. Disinfect combs, brushes, barrettes, etc., by 
soaking them in hot water (130 degrees F.) for 15 min¬ 
utes.

Won’t we be surprised! 

There is an old gospel song entitled “Amazing 
Grace.” Many people are familiar with it. The first line 
in the song is: “Amazing grace, how sweet the sound, 
that saved a wretch like me; I once was lost, but now 
am found, was blind, but now I see.” Although we may 
feel comfortable singing those words, have we ever 
stopped to ponder what those words are saying? 

Many people who accept the notion that God for¬ 
gives people for their sins and allows them to go to 
heaven also think that there are limits to God’s mercy. 
We are comfortable, for the most part, thinking that 
people like us are eligible for heaven, because God 
foigives sinners. We will even say that God could the¬ 
oretically forgive even heinous sinners. We can use 
the epitome of sinners, like Adolph Hitler, as an exam¬ 
ple, because at the same time we’re confident that 
Hitler and those like him did not repent or seek for¬ 
giveness. So then, while in theory God can forgive 
anybody, in reality, He doesn’t actually have to, or so 
some of us may think. 

Who gets into heaven may very well surprise us. 
Some of the people who were the most unseemly 
here on earth may actually make it. They won’t make 
it on their own merits any more than we will, but sole¬ 
ly oecause of God’s forgiveness, which is offered to 
them through Christ. Remember the thief on the 
cross? That’s not just a story; it actually happened. 

We’re not the first people to think that there is, or at 
least there ought to be, a limit to God’s mercy. Jesus 
told a parable which no doubt shook up His hearers in 
His day, much as it might shake us up today. “For the 
kingdom of heaven is like a householder who 
went out early in the morning to hire laborers for 
his vineyard. After agreeing with the laborers fora 
denarius a day, he sent them into his vineyard. 
And going out about the third hour he saw others 
standing idle in the market place; and to them he

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said, You go into the vineyard too, and whatever 
is right I will give you.’ So they went. Going out 
again about the sixth hour and the ninth hour, he 
did the same. And about the eleventh hour he 
went out and found others standing; and he said 
to them, 'Why do you stand here idle all day?’ 
They said to him, Because no one has hired us. ’ 
He said to them, You go into the vineyard too.’ 
And when evening came, the owner of the vine¬ 
yard said to his steward, Call the laborers and 
pay them their wages, beginning with the last, up 
to the first.’ And when those hired about the 
eleventh hour came, each of them received a 
denarius. Now when the first came, they thought 
they would receive more; but each of them also 
received a denarius. And on receiving it they 
grumbled at the householder, saying, 'These last 
worked only one hour, and you have made them 
equal to us who have borne the burden of the day 
and the scorching heat. ’ But he replied to one of 
them, 'Friend, I am doing you no wrong; did you 
not agree with me for a denarius? Take what 
belongs to you, and go; I choose to give to this 
last as I give to you. Am I not allowed to do what I 
choose with what belongs to me? Or do you 
begrudge my generosity?’ So the last will be first, 
and the first last.” 

In Jesus’ story, it is immediately apparent that the 
laborers who were the first to go to work thought more 
highly of themselves than they thought of those who 
came after them; especially those who worked the 
least amount of time. So too, people who have been 
generally good, and who have accepted the offer of 
salvation that God offers to one and all freely through 
Jesus Christ, may sometimes be put off by more noto¬ 
rious sinners who repent after they’ve sinned for a 
long time. They mistakenly think it is unfair that they 
get to repent after they’ve been so bad. 

What some people fail to notice in Jesus’ story is 
that the householder, who stands for God, keeps 
going back and looking for more people. He never 
gives up, not even until the very end of the workday. 
For us, that is wonderfully good news. As the Prayer 
Book says so eloquently, “there is no one who is 
beyond the reach of God’s saving embrace.” Whether 
we consider ourselves to be “pretty good” or absolute¬ 
ly awful, or somewhere in between, God is looking to 
add each of us to His roster.

Food for thought regarding divorce 

(Part 2 of 2) 

Of course, real couples come in a wider variety 
than these five types. Family law practitioners fre¬ 
quently see hybrids - such as the protectorate mar¬ 
riage which is also complex because of stepchildren, 
or the relationship that begins with companion-mar¬ 
riage expectations but shifts over time to a classic- 
marriage bargain. 

There is valuable truth that post-divorce expecta¬ 
tions (both those internal to the marriage and those of 
outsider) are shaped more by the nature of the par¬ 
ties’ pre-divorce expectations about the relationship 
than by any checklist of “factors” articulated in our 
divorce statutes as the guiding principles of divorce 
law. For example, a couple divorcing after 23 years of 
marriage, in which the wife raised their two children 
and the husband was the breadwinner ended tragi¬ 
cally for the mother and the children. Because of her 
anger and denial about the husband’s seeking to end 
the marriage, the wife insisted on litigating issues that 
could have been settled. The husband added fuel to 
the fire by hiring a lawyer who arranged service of the 
Complaint on their anniversary and refused to pro¬ 
duce documents relating to his business. 

In the months following the divorce, the wife per¬ 
sistently made snide remarks about her husband, 
often in the presence of the children. After the divorce, 
the wife asked the husband for help, and desperately 
needed it, but she had antagonized him with her 
ceaseless belligerance, and she had so turned the 
minds of her children against him, that he could not 
assist her, which caused the mother and the children 
to suffer accordingly. 

Divorcing couples can try mediation, or collabora¬ 
tive law (a new form of law practice in which counsel 
agree to handle a matter solely for purposes of nego¬ 
tiation). Or they can simply commit to problem-solving 
approaches with their spouses and lawyers instead of 
poisoning the well of their marriage. 

Anyone who has been through a divorce, or has 
worked professionally with divorcing couples, knows 
that the after-effects of marriage endure - their half- 
life may be as long as the marriage itself. Divorce just 
ushers in a new chapter in the relationship of most 
married couples - neither a beginning nor an end.

It’s never too early for 
estate planning (Part 2 of 2) 

* TRUSTS 

A living trust, sometimes called a “will substitute,” 
can be more effective than a will. 

One of its advantages is that it transfers your 
assets to your heirs without having to go through pro¬ 
bate - the process by which a court examines your 
will, declares it valid, distributes your property, and 
makes sure your assets are distributed correctly. 

That’s an advantage, since probate often can drag 
on for months or even longer. 

Also, probate is a public process, but a living trust 
is private - an advantage if you don’t want people 
knowing what is in your estate, how much it is worth, 
and how your estate is allocated. 

* TAX IMPLICATIONS 

In creating your estate plan, keep in mind that the 
laws governing estate plans are not set in stone. 

In fact, the Economic Growth and Tax Relief 
Reconciliation Act of 2001 (EGTRRA) made several 
sweeping changes that are being phased in over a 
10-year period, including a gradual increase in the 
estate tax exclusion. 

Thanks to this legislation, in 2002-2003, you can 
leave bequests (gifts to others upon your death) worth 
up to $1 million free of any federal estate tax. 

If you are married, both you and your spouse are 
entitled to separate $1 million estate tax exclusion. 
This figure is scheduled to increase in stages over the 
next few years: to $1.5 million in 2004, $2 million in 
2006, and $3.5 million in 2009. Under the EGTRRA 
“sunset” provision, the laws governing income, gift, 
and estate taxes will be repealed beginning in 2010. 

Furthermore, you can make tax-free gifts while you 
are still alive. You can give away a cumulative total of 
up to $1 million over your lifetime ($11,000 per person 
in 2002) to relatives and friends without owing any 
federal gift tax. 

This is the “gift tax exclusion,” and both you and 
your spouse are entitled to separate $1 million exclu¬ 
sion. 

The gift tax exclusion is currently scheduled to 
remain at $1 million through 2010 and beyond. 

* SHARE YOUR PLANS AND GET HELP 

Be sure to discuss your estate plans with your 
heirs, executors, and guardians to make your wishes 
known.

Screening for colon cancer? Yuck! Sounds awful! 
Do I really need it? But, doc, I feel great ... why look 
for trouble? 

Why? Let me give the doctor’s and American 
Cancer Society's reasons ... and what, hopefully, will 
become yours. 

Colon cancer is the second leading cause of death 
from cancer in this country. It is the third most com¬ 
mon cause of cancer, excluding skin cancers, affect¬ 
ing five percent of all people. 

It’s clearly a huge advantage to catch it before 
there are symptoms. If caught early, before symp¬ 
toms and before it has spread, it is curable 85 percent 
of the time. Once symptoms develop, the disease is 
more advanced and the cure rate falls to 35 percent. 
BIG difference. 

Looking for cancer before symptoms develop is 
called screening. Colon cancer is one of only three 
cancers for which we can effectively both screen and 
significantly reduce mortality (the other two are cancer 
of the cervix of the uterus and breast cancer). Better 
yet, by screening for colon cancer, one can determine 
those people at higher risk for getting the tumor and 
can watch them more carefully to prevent cancer from 
developing! 

Why is screening so effective? Nearly all colon can¬ 
cer evolves from a pre-cancerous benign (non-can- 
cerous) polyp, which looks like a little mushroom 
inside the colon. Studies show that people who make 
colon polyps are at a significantly increased risk for 
developing cancer and that by removing these polyps, 
the risk is substantially decreased. Those found to 
have polyps can be selected for more frequent 
screening to prevent colon cancer. 

* Who should be screened? 

If you’re in reasonable health and over 50 years- 
old, or if someone in your family has had colon cancer 
or polyps - about 10 years below the age of the 
youngest affected family member - you should be 
screened. 

* How is the screening done? 

The preferred method is colonoscopy, where the 
entire colon is viewed with a flexible instrument with a 


video camera on the end. This is the mos 1 . accurate 
method for finding cancer and polyps, and it allows for 
removing polyps at the same time. It is recommended 
for persons at average risk. It is the same procedure 
Katie Couric had done on live national television. 

An alternative, simpler, but somewhat less sensi¬ 
tive screening method is flexible sigmoidoscopy every 
five years, combined with yearly testing of stool sam¬ 
ples for microscopical blood. Sigmoidoscopy is quick¬ 
er than colonoscopy and involves slightly less risk, but 
only visualizes the lower colon and does not normally 
allow for removing polyps. So, if polyps are found or if 
a stool tests positively for blood, then colonoscopy is 
recommended. 

* Isn’t a colon cancer screening uncomfortable 
and embarrassing? 

During the procedure, some people experience 
slight cramps. The worst part is taking the laxative, at 
home, prior to the procedure. For the colonoscopy, 
you receive medicine intravenously that makes you 
drowsy and relaxed, reducing discomfort. In fact, 
many folks forget they even had the exam. 

In my office, my nurse and I want you to be as com¬ 
fortable as possible. We’ll answer all of your questions 
and address your concerns. Colonoscopy lasts about 
20 minutes from start to finish, often less, so it’s over 
before you know it. And there's crackers and juice 
when it’s over! 

Don’t hesitate to discuss colon cancer screening 
with your internist. Who knows, he or she may already 
have been screened.

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What is neck pain??? 

I often watch TV on my living room floor, lying on 
my stomach with my chin propped up and cradled by 
my arms. I am assuming this is causing a problem 
with my neck.

Some advice on frying... 


If you have a wok, you have a deep fryer. Here is 
the basic coating when you want to fry: all-purpose 
flour, salt, pepper, parsley, and just a touch of papri¬ 
ka. You can vary the flavor by adding different herbs 
to the mix. 


At times, I also add in a bit of finely ground corn- 
meal. This will add an extra crunch to your finished 
products. 

I like to do seafood deep-fried and serve a 
Remoulade sauce with it. The sauce is a mayo-based 
sauce that you add extra flavor to by adding finely 
chopped shallot, garlic, parsley, sweet onion (vidalia), 
Worcestershire, and just a spoonful of tomato sauce. 
(Oh, and just a bit of chopped sweet pickle.) You can 
also spice it up with some chopped Jalapeno pepper, 
too. 


Now, for your seafood. This sauce goes well with 
all seafood: fried clams, shrimp, crawfish, scallops, 
and just plain ol’ fried fish. It is a jazzed-up, slightly 
spicy tartar sauce. 

When frying your seafood, dust them in just plain 
flour, place into an egg and milk bath, and then back 
into the seasoned flour. Fry just ‘til golden brown. (Too 
brown means too tough.) Serve your seafood with a 
nicely flavored rice dish. 

We tend to think, “Well, if there is a Creole sauce 
on the fish, do a Creole rice.” Just add sauteed bell 
pepper, celery, onion, a bay leaf, chopped tomato, a 
little tomato sauce, and then “spice the rice” with a lit¬ 
tle Worcestershire/red hot sauce and then simmer it 
all together. Bingo ... Creole rice! 

Try adding parmesan cheese after the rice has 
cooked with this next rice. Use a rich chicken stock to 
cook the rice in, and add in sauteed shallot, onion, 
raw chopped spinich or arugala (spiced with saffron), 
and a little rose water. Always re-check your season¬ 
ings for salt and pepper. 

You’re frying, so be sure to buy some puff pastry 
dough, cut squares of brie, and place a dollop of pep¬ 
per jelly on top. Now, seal them up and deep fry them 
until golden. Drizzle with a little honey, lemon, and a 
cinnamon mixture.

With the arrival of the 9/11 anniversary last week, I 
began to once again ponder the events of that infa¬ 
mous day. 

Filled with a terrible sense of loss, but also with 
pride in my country and many of my fellowmen, I was 
battling with conflicting emotions - from sorrow, to 
pride, to remembrance, to awe of the human spirit. 

Then, the message came on the loudspeaker at 
school that we should all dress in red, white, and blue 
to commemorate 9/11. 

When the day arrived, I awakened and dressed 
accordingly, but I must say that I was filled with a 
strange feeling. I usually reserve these clothes and 
these colors for the Fourth of July, yet I was donning 
them now, at this very somber time. Again, my emo¬ 
tions and thoughts were conflicted. 

As I ate breakfast, pictures of the unspeakable 
tragedy and its aftermath unfolded on the television 
screen. Heart-wrenching stories poured forth from the 
mouths of survivors, from the mouths of widows, and 
from the mouths of children. 

I felt numb. I felt hollow. Across the screen, names 
were displayed of all those who had perished. How 
young most were ... how much more living they had to 
do. 

With a heavy heart, 1 left for school still clad in my 
patriotic colors. Perhaps I should have been wearing 
black. As I drove to school, I noticed many flags flying 
in front of homes. 

Although they had been flying in the aftermath of 
9/11, many had been taken down after a few months. 
Now, they were proudly displaying and waving their 
colors in the slight breeze. 

Ah, yes, the colors ... red, white, and blue ... the 
colors I, too, was wearing. As I thought about this fact, 

I realized that it was okay and right that I was dressed 
in patriotic hues. Our nation had survived; indeed, it 
will continue to survive. 

Yes, people had met unfathomable and untimely 
tragic deaths, yet we had prevailed. Our spirit has not 
been squashed, nor should it be. I started to feel more 
comfortable in my outerwear. 

It is okay to remember; indeed, we should remem¬ 
ber. It is okay to be filled with grief for those who have 
passed on; indeed, we should feel that way. 

Yet, it is right and necessary to remember the sur¬ 
vivors ... all of us Americans who have cleaved 
together as one to support our nation, to proclaim that 
it is indeed a “sweet land of liberty” that will remain 
“one nation, indivisible.” And, for those reasons, I was 
pleased to wear red, white, and blue. 

Taking my post at lunchtime on that somber 
Wednesday, I noticed a fellow worker with a corsage 
pinned to her lapel - a red, white, and blue carnation 
with a black ribbon. Looking at it, I thought how much 
it accurately reflected 9/11. The bow was on the bot¬ 
tom - to represent mourning, to represent the enor¬ 
mous loss of lives. 

However, as I looked from the bottom to the top, 
there was the carnation - the red, white, and blue 
placed above the black. Its message seemed obvious 
and so right. Out of darkness comes light; out of the 
blackness of death and ashes, the red, white, and 
blue shall prevail. Out of despair, the spirit of the 
nation will triumph. 

So, what colors are appropriate? I think we need all 
of them - the red, white, blue, and black. We need to 
and must remember, but we need to and must contin¬ 
ue. We need to recognize the fragility of life, but in so 
doing, we need to embrace it, strengthen it, and 
rejoice in it. 

With school just beginning, parents, reach out to 
your children. Rejoice in their triumphs, share their 
sorrows, and give them the strength and encourage¬ 
ment to be all that they can be. 

Remember, life is precious ... cherish it.

crushes Colts, 39-0 in volleyball Longmeadow, 13-5

In the wild and wacky world of Western Mass, high 
school sports, there are lots of surprises. 

Heck, it’s “trick or treat” all the time. Last Friday on 
a balmy evening before a strong season-opening 
crowd at Harmon Smith Field, the Agawam Football 
Brownies gave visiting Chicopee Comp some tricks, 
crushing (and probably surprising) the Colts, 39-0. 

Why was it a surprise? Because the Brownie brain- 
trust, led by Coach Tad Desautels, initiated a different 
offense, the triple option, and a new defense, run and 
read (designed to lay the wood to opposing attack¬ 
ers). 

Comp was the winner of the last two meetings vs. 
the Brownies in what was called “The Tad vs. Dad 
Bowl." (Desautels' father, Wally, coached the Colts 
before retiring with a large contingent of seniors after 
a hugely successful 8-3 campaign in 2001.) This time 
around, however, the Colts really had no chance. The 
Brownies offense did just about whatever it wanted, 
and the defense (looking quicker to the ball than it has 
in years) completely dominated the overmatched 
Colts. 

“We had a great attitude going in. Our pre-season 
was great with some outstanding scrimmages to learn 
the new offense, and we’ve had many productive 
practices,” said Desautels, now in his fourth year at 
the helm. 

Desautels was pleased with how All-Scholastic 
quarterback Joey Clark ran the triple option. “Joey 
opened up the entire field and was a threat every time 
he had the ball,” the coach noted. 

Clark, indeed, made a huge impression in this 
opener, which at times had an eerie feel to it thanks 
to the huge dust cloud being kicked up by the hordes 
of kids and students walking around the rain-starved 
track. From the parking lot, it appeared a smoke 
bomb had been set off, as it hovered over the field for 
start to finish. 

Clark carried the leather 11 times for 132 yards 
while scamping for touchdowns of 24, 7, and 41 
yards. “Joey is the leader and a coach for us on the 
field,” said Desautels. “Some of our younger players 
play better on offense and defense when they see

in win over Longmeadow High

Believe me about those folks who say consistency 
makes the world go around. That’s true because take 
the example of the Agawam High boys’ soccer team 

with their appearance at powerful Longmeadow last 
week. 

The Brownies came in at 1 -1, with a 6-2 loss in their 
opener against Cathedral and a 3-1 win a game later 
against Central. Therefore, their 1-0 win over the 
Lancers was the consistency part of this tale, some¬ 
thing AHS has desperately sought the past few years. 

This story meant wanting something - a big win and 
working for it in a big way. It was domination on the 
part of the visitors. 

“Yes, we did want this one, especially at midfield,” 
Brownie Coach Jon Cavallo said with a smile when 
the dust had cleared on a beautiful sunny day. 

Indeed. All game long, the Lancers’ coaches were 
barking, puzzled why their kids ran into a big orange 
roadblock whenever they got over the stripe. 

Even from the get-go, Agawam got after “it”; “it” 
was domination in each box and each zone. The 
Brownies beat their hosts to the ball - something the 
speedy Lancers aren’t used to. 

Then the visitors made up their minds to match up. 
They were led from the start by three kids who went 
off to the races - Mike McGeoghan, Paul Pilegi, and 
Nick Gumlaw. With only less than a minute gone, 
Longmeadow attacked on the right wing. Things got 
physical then. Agawam - behind some tight marking 
by Ryan Sullivan, Ryan Trexler, Brendan Rveruzzi, 
and Gumlaw - applied the brakes to the Lancers. 

McGeoghan, a member of the famous Agawam 
athletic family of the same name, was playing offense 
and defense like he was holding up that stellar repu¬ 
tation. 

With 5:35 off the clock, McGeoghan led a Brownie 
charge on the right wing. 

The Agawam defense, bucked up by their mates on 
offense, got juiced up a bit. Longmeadow spent two 
full minutes in the Agawam zone, but each and every 
Lancer attack was driven off, with not one quality shot 
to show from their efforts (so tough was the visitors’ 
defense). 

With 10 minutes gone, the ‘Meadow midfielders got 
somewhat organized and launched a wormburner 
from the Agawam midbox area. It was right on, but it 
might have been right in. However, senior defender 
Chris Holl executed a big block in front of Brownie 
keeper Alex Seymour. 

In a span of about a couple of minutes, Agawam 
was all over the Lancers’ zone like a rash, led by the 
furious play of senior Paul Lagasse. 

Then the offense worked the ball deep into the right 


corner. It was a perfect opportunity for senior big 
shooter Dave Bienia. Bienia put a foot on it and duck- 
hooked one that had a notion. But the senior forward 
was robbed by keeper Mike Kirstein. 

Seymour wasn't about to be outdone. 
Longmeadow launched a nice drive at 23:20. The 
Brownie tender made a big two-handed save. It was 
end-to-end soccer with 20 minutes left in the first half. 
Pilegi saw a ball on his foot and wasn’t shy. His shot 
30 yards out on the left point was handled easily by 
Kirstein, who is one of the best keepers around.

action with Joey (Clark also is a starting defensive 
back).” 

Two kids who helped out on offense were veteran 
senior running back (All-Scholastic) Ryan 
Lottermoser (10 carries/45 yards/touchdown) and 
Mike Bachini, a speedy guy who turned in a gem with 
a 35-yard TD sprint in the fourth quarter. 

Bachini took the ball, cut outside, and executed a 
sideline wiggle that found open turf for paydirt. 
Bachini’s run made it 37-0, Brownies. 

The second of two Agawam safeties made the final 
39-0. 

The defenders were a bunch of big dogs who had 
their day in this one. “They are a go-get-’em bunch of 
kids," Desautels said. 

Senior Mike Piccin, a guy with cat-like speed, was 
responsible for two of the Brownies’ five sacks. Senior 
All-Scholastic linebacker Mike Locke (10 tackles/1 
hurry) was a monster out there, too.

Shannon McDyer’s furious start launches field hockey to 3-0-1 


The Agawam High girls’ varsity field hockey team is 
off and running at 3-0-1, and senior captain Shannon 
McDyer - with her seven goals and two assists - is a 
prime reason why this is so. 

Shannon, 17, will turn 18 next spring on May 14th. 
Her courses for this, her final fall semester at AHS, 
include practical law, integrated math, jazz choir hon¬ 
ors, psychology, anatomy and physiology, Spanish 5 
AP, and gym. 

Her favorite course is AP European history, taught 
by long-time faculty member Wayne Morse. 

Shannon is one busy gal at the High School. The 
Honor Roll student was last year’s secretary of the 
Future Teachers Association, and is running for that 
club’s presidency for 2002-2003; she’s a member of 
the Student Advisory Council that meets with other 
high school students in the region to address school- 
related issues; is a member of Renaissance and 
Athletes In Motion; and for two straight years has par¬ 
ticipated in the American Cancer Society’s “Relay For 
Life,” logging in the most miles by a female at the 
2001 event held at Springfield College.

She prefers a wide variety in music, and Shannon’s 
taste in clothes runs to preppy casual.

Her favorite athlete is international track star 
Marion Jones, and the New England Patriots is her 
top team. 

Field hockey and outdoor track are what Shannon 
likes best about athletics at the High School. 

She is one of four seniors on the 2002 field hockey 
team, and this is her third year on the varsity. The 
Brownies reached the Western Mass, quarterfinals in 
2001, and Shannon says the team's goal this year is 
to again receive a tournament bid under new Coach 
Christine Mazeika. 

“We lost a lot of seniors last year and there are only 
four of us this year. We have a really young team, but 
Coach Mazeika is really working us hard. Her goal is 
the same as ours - we would really like to make the 
tournament again. To do it, it’s going to be a fight for 
us. As a senior and as a captain, my responsibility to 
the team is so much different than last year. The sen¬ 
iors must set the example and hold up the team.” 

As a middie and wing in 2001, Shannon's numbers

read four goals, six assists. After four games in 2002, 
she's second in the division in scoring at her new posi¬ 
tion of center-forward with those seven goals and two 
assists. Naturally, she is hoping that this progress will 
continue. 

“As someone who is on the front line, my job is to 
try to score and help other people score, too,” 
remarked Shannon, who is also charged with taking 
the team’s corner hits (similar to corner kicks in soc¬ 
cer). 

In the winter, Shannon will begin her second year 
as a member of a strong Brownies' indoor track team. 
She has been selected by Coach Dan Pryce to be one 
of the senior captains on both the indoor and outdoor 
teams. 

Shannon is another one of Pryce’s versatile ath¬ 
letes. Indoors, she can do a variety of events - high 
jump, long jump, 55 high hurdles, and 300 meters. 
Shannon notes that both the indoor and outdoor

Outdoors, Shannon also competes in a variety of 
events - high jump, long jump, 300 low hurdles, 100 
high hurdles, and triple jump.

“I think leading the track team in scoring as a soph¬ 
omore, and then the field hockey team beating 
Southwick for the first time that anyone could remem¬ 
ber last year, go down as my two proudest sports 
moments at the High School,” Shannon added.

Choke down to increase control... 


Any opportunity to enhance the control in your 
pitch shots has to be seized. One good way to do this 
is to hold the club about two inches further down than 
you would normally. 

This might not seem much, but choking down on 
the grip brings your hands slightly closer to the club- 
head, which gives you greater control over it. If you 
control what is happening to the clubhead, you can 
control the ball better, too. 

Try choking down on your wedge, and you should 

notice an improvement in your pitching.
